Cattle Feeding Situation 
PUSHE cattle feeding situation to the end of October con 
tinued to indicate a high volume of cattle feeding this 
season. Feed supplies are plentiful and generally favor. 
able October weather improved the quality of the corn crop 
There are local areas with poor quality corn, but such areas 
are not sufficiently widespread to cause an unusual total de 
mand for feeder cattle. The movement of feeder cattle into 
the Corn Belt since last July is below last year but higher 
than in most previous years. The movement this fall has 
also more closely followed the usual seasonal pattern. In the 
West, cattle feeding will be on a higher level than last year, 
with California probably feeding a record high number. In 
the Great Plains States, dry weather has slowed development 
of wheat pastures in some localities and has restricted grazin 
Shipments of stocker and feeder cattle into the Corn Belt 
States during July-October were 20 per cent less than during 
the same months last year, but still substantially higher than 
in most previous years. Inshipments during July-October, 1949, 
were the highest on record. ™ the eight Corn Belt States for 
which records are available, total inshipments for July-October 
were 1.601.000 head, compared with 2,004,000 head last year 
and 1,255,000 head two years ago. All of the\{orn Belt States 
show decreases from last year for stocker and feeder inship- 
ments. Illinois, lowa and Nebraska, the three most important 
feeding states, have decreases of 26 per cent, 16 per cent and 
24 per cent, respectively. July-October inshipments in the re- 
maining Corn Belt States are as follows: Ohio, down 47 per 
cent; Michigan, down 30 per cent; Indiana, down 24 per cent; 
Minnesota, down 20 per cent, and Wisconsin, down 16 per cent. 
There are a number of factors that can still influence the 
volume fed and the feeding practices in much of the Corn Belt 
this year. Feed supplies are abundant, but low quality corn 
does not exist in sufficient quantities to cause any unusual

Prices of stocker and feeder cattle 
are at record levels and reported to be causing a cautious at- 
titude om the part of some financing agencies. Ranchers in the 
western feeder cattle supply areas are generally taking ad- 


|} Vantage of the favorable feed conditions on ranges and pas- 


tures. However, the run of feeder cattle from the range states 
is more neariy normal in contrast to last year, when dry 
weather forced an early movernent from several Northern 
Plains States. There is also reported to be a strong demand 
for breeding and replacement stock 

In California, feeding activity is expected to be at a record 
high level. Colorado, the leading feeding state in the Moun- 
tain Region, will probably feed more cattie this year than last 
in the Pacific Northwest, Washington will feed about the 
same number or slightly more; while in Oregon, feeding pros- 
pects continue to indicate some decline in the number of cattle 
to be fed. Elsewhere in the Western States cattle feeding is 
expected to be at nearly the same level as, or higher than, 
last year. Cattle feeding this year will probably be somewhat 
higher than last in the irrigated North Platte Valley of west- 
ern Nebraska and southeastern Wyoming. In the wheat pas 
ture areas of Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, dry conditions 
have curtailed pasturing of cattle in some sections. Timely 
rainfail would rapidly improve the wheat pasture feeding out- 
look in those areas where dry topsoil is now reported, 

Feed supplies are plentiful except in only a few scattered 
areas, There are some areas in southern Minnesota, eastern 
South Daketa and elsewhere, where low quality corn will re- 
quire rapid consumption by livesteck. Hay supplies are ample 
and sugar beet by-product feeds are available generally in 
larger quantities than a year ago 

The price of feeder and stocker cattle continues at record 
high levels. The average price at five larger feeder markets 
for the week ended Nevember 2 was about $28.30 per hundred 
pounds, or about §7.50 per hundred higher than for the same 
week last year. The average price during October was about 
$6.60 per hundred pounds higher than last October, while the 
July October average was about $6.90 higher 


Canada To Send Fewer Cattle To U. S. 


YANADIAN cattle and beef are expected to move into the 
® United States during the next year or twe at a lower 
rate than during the past two years, according to a pre- 
liminary report to the U. S. Department of Agriculture by 
(. L. Harlan, marketing specialist. Mr. Harlan recently re

The act's definition of enclosed land i very liberal; any 
tract of land which i« enclosed by “any structure for fencing, 
either of wood or iron er combination thereof, or wood and 
wire, or partly by water or stream, canyon, brush, rock or 
rocks, bluff or island.” That takes in just about any strip of 
land in Texas 

In the language of the law, it is Ulegal for any person to 
enter such an enclosure “and therein hunt with firearms or 
therein catch or take or attempt to cateh or take any fish 
from any pond, lake, tank or stream, or therein deprecate upon 
the same.” 

The trespass law was enacted by the legislature in 1949 
te “adequately protect the owners of enclosed lands from un 
just depredations by unserupulous hunters, fishermen and 
campers.” 

Land owners pushed the measure because they feit some 
sert of protection Was necessary for their livestock, crops, or- 
chards and private hunting and fishing domains. Undoubtedly 
it was. Nevertheless, the law is part of a definite trend away 
from “free hunting in Texas,” where public lands have all but 
vanished in the past half century. The new law has outmoded 
the “posted” sign since it incorporates all enclosed land 
whether the landowner has posted it or not 


Sheep and Lambs On Feed 

EVELOPMENTS during October continued to indicate a 
D) number of sheep and lambs to be fed for the 
and spring market. A redoced supply of lambs 
and demand for breeding stock are the primary 
reasons for the reduction in lamb feeding. Most Corn Belt 
States will feed fewer lambs than last year, while in the West, 
lamb feeding will also be on a lower level. Lamb feeding in 
Colorade will probably recede to a new record low. The out- 
look for wheat pastures in Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas is 
not as bright as was the case on Oetober 1. Feed supplies in 
the Corn Belt and Western States, except in a few local areas, 
are abundant.

which records are available, during July through October, were 
6 per cent larger than in the same months last year. How- 
ever, lown and Nebraska account for all the increase since 
shipments inte the remaining Corn Belt are less than last 
year. The shipment of lamba into the Corn Belt States was 
heavy during September, and except for leowa and Nebraska, 
slowed down considerably during October 

Lamb feeding activity in the wheat pasture areas of Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, and Texas has reached a somewhat uncertain 
tage. Wheat pastures have deteriorated during the past 40 
days due to a lack of rainfall. In many areas poor topsoil 
motature has reduced the feed on volunteer wheat pastures. 
Likewise, in these areas the development of seeded wheat has 
heen retarded t) a point where it is not suitable for livestock 
grazing. In Texas, a lew« favorable wheat pasture outlook has 
reduced the earlier prospects for a substantial increase in 
lamb pasturing operations. Rainfall is needed over most of the 
wheat pasture areas of all three states. 

In the West, fewer lambs will be fed than last year. In 
Colorado, the most important lamb feeding state, lamb feeding 
operations will probably be reduced to the lowest level on 
record, Lamb feeding in California, New Mexico, and Oregon 
may reach or slightly exceed the number fed last year, but 
n all other Western States fewer lambs are expected to be 
fed. In the trrigated North Platte Valley of western Nebraska 
and southeastern Wyoming, present prospects indicate fewer 
lames will be fed this season than last. 

Supplies of grain, hay, and sugar beet by-product feeds 
are abundant, except in limited local areas. The movement of 
feeder lambe from a number of important western supply 
states has been early, and the prospects are for a relatively 
light feeder lamb movement during November and December. 
Generally, the weight of feeder iambs this season haa been 
unusually heavy because of the favorable range feed condi- 
tions that have prevailed. Considering the heavier weights and 
somewhat earlier movement of feeder lambs, the feeding period 
may be shorter and movement to slaughter earlier than usual.

The 
yield per acre is new indicated at 24.0 bushels. the same as 
last year. The average yield was 16.8 bushels. A later than 
usual freeze gave the High Plains crop a longer growing 
season than usual and recent dry weather has lowered moisture 
content of the grain to enable combining operations to proceed 
at full speed 

Rice yields were turning out very well as harvesting was 
nearly complete. There were no storm losses, irrigation supplies 
were adequate and more fertilizer was used on reduced acre- 
ages. Production was estimated at 11,552,000 bags of 100 
pounds each fabout 7 million barrels), comparing with 10,178,- 
000 bags last year and the average of 7,873,000 bags, The 
October 1 forecast was 10,879,000 bags. The November 1 yield 
per acre at 2,400 pounds (about 15 barrels) compares with 
2,300 pounds indicated on October 1, 1,935 pounds last year 
and the 10-year average of 2,077 pounds. 

There was no change in the estimate of the corn crop which 
was placed at 65,730,000 bushels. The crop is -_ a little above 
the average production of 64,272,000 bushels, but the yield per 
acre at 21.0 bushels is much above the average yield of 16.0 
bushels. Production in 1949 was 68,208,000 bushels from a 
record yield of 22.5 bushels per acre. 


United States Crops 


UTTURNS of most late-maturing crops improved in 
( quality and quantity during October. Conditions were 

virtually ideal for maturing and harvesting in most of 
the country, particularly in the latter part of the month. The 
warm, sunny and dry weather permitted completion of the 
small grain harvest in the Northwest, helped to cure the corn 
crop, favored development and picking of cotton in the South 
and fruit in the North, and enabled growers to harvest soy- 
beans, rice, sorghum grain and roet crops rapidly and with 
a minimum of loxs. In some northern areas killing frosts did 
not oecur until in the first week of November, prolonging the 
growing season and the utilization of pastures, gardens and 
vegetable crops. 

Corn improved in quality during October, but production is 
now estimated at 3,105 million bushels, a decrease of about 
13 million bushels from October 1. Moisture content of the 
corn was reduced as a result of the ideal conditions for matur- 
ing and curing the late portions of the crop. This same factor 
accounts for a sharp increase in sorghum grain to 196 millien 
bushels, placing this crop in the record class, along with 
roybeans and sugar beets. Soybean, peanut, dry bean and rice 
prospects also improved significantly during October, with 
conditions ideal for maturing and harvesting. Smaller gains 
were noted for cotton, potatoes, tobacco, sugar beets, apples, 
pears, grapes, cranberries, and pecans, with only buckwheat, 
sweet potatoes, broomcorn and sugarcane showing declines and 
those were rather small. 

Fall-sown grains, new meadows and cover crops made « 
cellent progress in most areas, with conditions to November ! 
mostiy satisfactory to ideal for seeding, germination and 
evevth Surface soil moisture was becoming a limiting factor 
in further growth, however, in Missouri and Great Plains 
wheat areas, Wheat seeding is well advanced to nearly com 
pleted in practically all areas, except those which usually seed 
im November or later, 


No Marketing Quotas For 1950 Corn Crop 


YECRETARY of Agriculture Charles E. Brannan has an 
S nounced that in order to assist in assuring an abundant 
production of meat and other livestock products, there will 
be no marketing quotas in effect for the 1951 crop of corn and 
that acreage allotments for this important feed grain will be set 
at levele high enough to provde a substantial increase in 
production next year. (Acreage allotments for corn are 
required by the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, as 
amended.) 

Secretary EKrannan explained that “this announcement 
should make it possible for farmers to go ahead with plans 
for breeding an increased number of sows and for preparing 
their land for corn in those areas where this ix done in the 
fail.” 

Commenting on the announcement, Secretary Brannan said, 
“While our present feed grain situation is excellent, with « 
total of more than 150 million tons in tie supply for all usex 
in the 1950-51 year, high level production will be needed agair 
im 115i. All indications are that demand for meat will be even 
greater next year. We must have the feed to support ex 
pected increases in meat production, while at the same time 
maintaining safe reserves for the future

Flat Top Ranch Shows the Way to Better 
Pastures With Practical Methods

SNHARLES PETTIT, owner of Fiat 
C Top Ranch near Wainut Springs, 
Texas, was host to a representa- 
tive group of ranchers at a field day 
yrogram on October 30, During the day 
5 showed them eyefull after eyefuil, 
and was always willing to answer any 
of the visitor’s questions. About 375 
men made the ranch tour 

The question asked most frequently 
was: “How did you manage to grow so 
much grass?” 

This was a ratural and weil posed 
question, After explaining it was all! 
a part of a carefully planned pasture 
improvement program, Pettit took the 
visitors for a tour of Flat Top Ranch, 
and this trip answered many of their 
questions by letting them draw their 
own conclusions 

The start for the ranch tour was 
from a point on one of the low hills.

From a fisg pole on the brink of the 
hill a big United States flag glistened 
and rippled in the early-morning aun. 
Beneath the hill the visitors got an 
impressive view of cattle grazing a green 
barley field. There were some of the 
substantial and well kept ranch build- 
ings, the tree-lined Bosque river that 
is scenic as well as serving a practical 
purpose by supplying water for the 
livestock and for irrigating some of 
the valley lands. Beyond was Flat Top 
Mountain that appeared friendly de- 
spite its ruggedness 

The first few miles of the ranch tour 
wound through a portion of Flat Top 
Raneh where the visitors had a chance 
to observe the effects of a brush spray- 
ing program. On one side of the route 
the chemical used in the spray had 
killed a considerable portion of the 
brush. It had also practically elimin- 


ledian Grass at Flat Top Ranch 


ated weeds. There was considerably 
more grass on the sprayed pasture land 
than on the unsprayed or not so well 
treated pasture on the other side of the 
road, 

A little farther along the visitors had 
a chance to compare the difference in 
grass on land heavily infested with 
cedar brush and where the brush had 
been cleared. The Flat Top pasture 
where the brush had been removed had 
an appreciable growth of grass, but 
just across the fence in a neighbor's 
pasture the cedar grew #o thick there 
was a very meager growth of grass. 

As the tour passed the ranch head- 
quarters the visitors saw the ranch 
community garden. This i# a tract of 
about one acre of land. It is in charge 
of one man. It is fertilized and irrigated 
as needed. It has supplied fresh health- 
ful vegetables to the 15 families living

om the ranch and many of them have 
canned supplies for their winter needs 
The vegetables are gathered three times 
each week and distributed to the fam- 
ilies free of charge. This is evidently a 
money saver for the ranch families and 
Pettit thinks it has been a big factor 
in keeping the people healthy and hap- 
py. 

A 10-acre tract planted to King Ranch 
Bluestem was next pointed out. Har- 
vesting of the seed crop had started. 


As the visitors drove through pasture 
after pasture they saw hundreds of 
acres of pasture land covered with 
tall dense growing native pasture 
grasses with long well filled seed heads 
that nodded, billowed and sparkled 
from the mtle breeze and the bright 
sunlight of a crystal clear October day. 
Without having it called to their atten- 
tion the trippers soon became conscious 
of the fact that they were not seeing 
as many trees, the brush growth waa 
much leas but the supply of tall grass 
was much more than on adjoining ranch 
lands. 

This contrast was strikingly empha- 
sized at a stop along a boundary fence 
ef Flat Top Mountain pasture and an 
adjoining ranch pasture. While the vis 
itors ate a fresh warm sandwich and 
drank a cup of coffee from Jetton’s 
unique barbecue truck, Pettit asked the 
Visitors to note the difference in the 
grass growth in the adjoining pastures. 
He then explained that Fiat Top Moun- 
tain pasture had been sprayed with a 
weed killer early in the spring and all 
cattle had heen removed from the pas- 
ture in early June. The cattle had only 
been returned to the pasture a few days 
before the start of the tour 

Fiat Top Mountain pasture had a 
dense sod of big bluestem, Indian grass 
and littl bluestem that stood from two 
to four feet in height, some of the In- 
dian grass was taller. There was an al- 
most complete absence of weeda 

Just across the fence in the neigh- 
bor's pasture there was a sparse 
growth of puny grass and a liberal in 
festation of unpalatable weeds, The pres 
ence of these weeds told a convincing 
atery of over grazing which is first evi 
deneced by a curtailed supply of nourish 
ing grasses and an increased supply of 
moisture-robbing weeds 

Olin Hedrick, who has been with Flat 
Top Ranch for several years and has 
cooperated with Pettit in the pasture 
improvement work, told the visitors 
they can find on Flat Top Ranch a sur- 
prisingly large number of the 550 spe 
cies of native grasses found in Texas 
There are 1,100 to 1,200 species of 
grasses in the United States. There are 
fourteen maior tribes of grass in the 
United States and thirteen of them are 
found in Texas. 

There are approximately 100,000,000 
acres of grass land in Texas. Dr. Vernon 
A. Young of the Texas A. & M. Range 
and Forestry department estimates the 
value of Texas grass at $340,000,000, 
From the very beginning of the state's 
history, the development of Texas has 
been influenced by its grassland re 
acu rces 

After naming a number of the ma- 
jor grass species found on Flat Top 
Ranch pastures, Hedrick designated the 
three most dominant and important 
grasses on the ranch as big bloestem, 
Indian grass and littl bluestem, and 
rated them in desirability in that order 
However, he expressed the belief that 
little bluestem is hardier and will grow 
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more grass on thin and poor soil than 
either big bluestem or Indian grass. 

Mack McConnell, district conserva- 
tionist at the Soil Conservation Service 
office at Denton, took over the public 
address system and said: 

“1 believe you will find the Flat Top 
Mountain pasture to be one of the out- 
standing pastures of its size in this sec- 
tion of the country.” 

During the past summer McConnell 
ran a ground temperature test of the 
two adjoining pastures when the ther- 
mometer gave a 100 degree reading. The 
ground temperature in the neighbor's 
asture was 130 degrees and Flat Top 
Mountain pasture just across the fence 
had a temperature of only 85 degrees. 

McConnell stressed the Fact that this 
45 degree difference in ground temper- 
ature of the adjoining pastures was due 
to a sparse growth of grass and an ex 
cellent growth of grass. He pointed out 
that this big difference in ground tem- 
perature would mean a terrific differ- 
ence in moisture evaporation, grass 
growth, water runoff a moisture pene- 
tration 

McConnell estimated if Pettit were 
to harvest the grass seed on Flat Top 
Mountain pasture that it would have 
a cash value of $20,000 from the 1,000 
acre pasture 

The Soil Conservation Service sur- 
vey shows the 1,000 acres divided into 
three soil classes; deep, medium and 
shallow. There are 570 acres where the 
soil is 20 inches or more in depth; 306 
acres where the soil is 10 to 20 inches 
in depth, and 120 acres where there 
is less than 10 inches of soil depth. The 
report classified 744 acres as being in 
excellent to good condition; 168 acres 
in fair condition, and 88 acres of 

rassiand as being in poor condition 
Fiat Top Mountain is in this particular 
pasture. 

At another piace Pettit was irmgating 
a field of bottom land seeded to differ- 
ent grasses to provide protein rich 
grazing during the winter months for 
his cattle. He was pumping water from 
Bosque River and distributing it through 
light metal pipes. 

When the party returned to the auc- 
tion barn the barbecue truck was there 
to serve them a full meal. Louis Brom- 
field, well known author and owner of 
Malabar Farm in Ohio, was the prin 
cipal speaker. He called Flat Top Ranch 
one of the outstanding pasture improve- 
ment projects in the Southwest and 
praised Pettit for his accomplishments 
in tree and brush eradication, weed con 
trol and the rank growth of nutritious 
grasses 

Bill Roberts, manager of Flat Top 
Ranch, stressed the fact that cattle at 
Flat Top are not raised under hot house 
conditions. To the contrary, they are 
trying to grow cattle that will grow and 
develop into satisfactory animals 
through an economical use of pasture 
grasses 

Flat Top Ranch is no different from 
ether ranch lands in that area as far 
as natural physical conditions are con- 
cerned. The ranch has its quota of rough 
low hills, narrow valleys and rolling 
areas. The soil varies from a few inches 
to several feet in depth, depending on 
the whims of Mother Nature and the 
ranching practices of current and past 
owners since the county was settled 
about 100 years ago. Flat Top Ranch 
soile are no more nor no less fertile than 
neighboring ranch lands. Climatic con 
ditions are identical on and around Flat 
Top Ranch with the usual seasonal vari- 
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ables plus the vagaries of weather con- 
ditions commen to this area of central 
Texas from year to year. The annual 
rainfall is around 30 inches and the ai- 
titude varies from 500 to 1000 feet 

Pettit purchased Flat Top Ranch in 
1938. It is preperty of aheut 17,000 
acres. When Pettit purchased the ranch 
fences and buildings were in bad repair 
Pasture lands were denuded of paia- 
table grasses and weeds were plentiful 
There was an abundance of brush and 
trees. Parm lands had been ill treated 
and many acres never should have been 
put in cultivation. Erosion had taken 
it» tall from beth the pasture lands and 
the farm lands. Some people expressed 
the belief that Pettit had unwittingly 
purchased a bad property 


Pettit immediately set himself to the 
task of rebwilding the property. Thi« 
rebuilding program applhed to physical 
properties, farm lands and crops and 
pasture lands and grass crops. Since 
that time he has spent appreciable 
amounts of money in this work, but none 
of it has been for elaborate, ornate or 
showy purposes. Instead of bucking na- 
ture he has sought te cooperate in or 

r to bring about ye resuits. He 
has done some experimental werk in 
a cautious rather than a rash and ex- 
pensive manner 

From the very first Pettit has fo 
cussed hia rebuilding program to the 
growing of more of the better grasses 
He is firmly convinced that native 
grasses must play an important role 
n the economical production of beef 
He has dedicated Flat Top Ranch to the 
mprovement of Hereford cattle, and 
along with his pasture improvemer 


work he has combined a herd mar 
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i asture improvement program at 
Flat Top Ranch can be divided into sev 
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Roundup Reminiscences 
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FOLUMES have been written about 
the roundup, beth the early and the 
present-day versions, Observations 

of cattlemen and cowboys who participat 
ed in the open-range roundup are so 
fascinating and of so much moment to 
the development of the cattle Industry 
they deserve both narration and perpe 
tuity in the great saga of the vast grass 
lands of ¢} American Southwest 

One of these participants in 
the early-day cattle drama is still living 
in Victoria, Texas. Augustus Judsen Vo 
taw, as cowboy, cattleman, deputy sheriff, 
and cattle inspector, knew the cattle in 
dustry in South Texas from the era of 
the unfenced Longhorn to that of the 
corraled millions of Shorthorns, Here 
fords, Angus and Brahmans. 

Born February 6, 1873, at Cistern, Fay 
ette County, Votaw likes to recall range 
and roundup experiences common to cat 
tlemen who succeeded only becaus 
put into play both a rugged individualism 
with comrade cattle

Says he, “In those days cowboys made 
as many saddles as they bought.” 

“We out the tree mostly from 
an elm fork, used metal screws to com 
press the cracks, then covered the free 
with a thin calfskin or sheepskin. These 
coverings, applied when wet, would shrink 
on drying, tightening the tree still more,” 
he explains 

Mr. Votaw talks spiritedly, too, about 
the of tanning and of the im 
mersion of calf and cowhides in a solu 
tion of Black Jack Oak bark and water 
to remove the hair. Says he, “Frequently 
we would submerge the raw hides in a 
lye tineture made by placing ashes in 
water for a few weeks. After removing 
the hair the hide was taken out and placed 
platform. We would then take 4 
horse rib, and rub vigorously 

skin-side of the hide. It took 
more than mere rubbing, however, to re 
duce the hide to pliable leather We would 
rell and unroll the piece, and apply gen 
doses of neatsfoot which, by 
elbow grease, we forced into the pores of 
the pelt.” «Neatsfoot oil he says, 
then about the most leather-penetrating 
oil obtainable, from factory 
Made mostly from a liquid found in the 
hene-joints of all 

“We got our lacing leather mostly frem 
calf skins. If we needed a long rein, we'd 
cut out a circular piece of leather, and 
cut the entire spirally, applying 
what we called a nail gauge to facilitate 

cutting inte a strip of uniform width.” 

Blacksmiths, he made the bridle 
bits and the spurs, but many a cowboy 
was proud of his suddle, chaps, and bridle 
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these strips 
them soft and pliable, we 
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over a hard floor. Usually, we rolled with 
the sale of our boot 

“At one end, we would double-turn all 
four strands, fashioning a loop big enough 
to accommodate the lariat part freely 
We inserted a Julio, a brass anchor for 
these strands 

“Sometimes even this sturdy stay made 
more news than noose: unlexs well made, 
a bucking Longhern sometimes Houdinied 
the ring that held the foursome o 
strands, beat the boys riding herd to the 
brush, and left-—maybe on a one-Waj 
ticket.” 

Mr. Votaw’'s picture of a range round 
up in the ‘80's is most vivid. Stipulates 
he, “To appreciate the task of rounding 
up cattle in those days, you should re 
member that there were few or no fences, 
ne roads, no bridges over the streams 
We worked the open range, and ranch 
spreads were from 10 to 15 miles apart 

“At roundup time, starting usually in 
March, there would be three or four out- 
fits working together, each with perhaps 
ten to twenty hands or cowboys. Fre- 
quently some 60 to 70 cowboys would be 
assembled, forming both a day and 4 
night shift.” 

The matter of appointing a range boss 
was resolved early in the preliminaries 
when the cattlemen would huddie and 
unanimously name some «tockman to boss 
the boys, or, more properly, to plan pro- 
cedures 

“These different outfits would arrive 
at the spot selected as headquarters with 
their own chuck wagons, at which each 
spread ate separate from the others. They 
would bed down similarly, but in working 
the territory the boys would throw to 
gether, putting the cattle throughout the 
area under herd near the camp. The range 
boss would sit on his horse near the 
center of the herd, and look for cows with 
calves following. The branding crew would 
have a fire with hot irens ready. In my 
section the night crew did such work as 
notching the ear and castrating. The 
range boss would designate some cow 
boy to rope a certain calf, calling out its 
brand, recorded by a range rider paid by 
all cattlemen concerned 

“This range ridet the brands in 
a handbook. Some are brands unknown to 
the range Definitely, these cows 
don’t belong in the herd, but~——well, the 
open range of South Texas wasn't exact- 
ly hidebound, you know, The range rider 
shows his mark and brand book to other 
cattlemen, and informs them where the 
strays were turned loose, after the proper 
brand had been burnt on the calf 

“In this way,” says Votaw, “the «pirit 
of fair play pervaded the grasslands, and 
the system proved that when people ap- 
ply the Golden Rule to their lives, every

“Om arrival at the 
herded by riders who circle 
them, eventually hed 
During the night, strays, trailing by 
cent the now bedded cattle, come in from 
the range. Cowboys realize that thi« vol 
untary influx of cattle facilitates the 
roundup, and widen the gap through 
which they saunter to the resting herd.” 

After working one territery the 
cowboys would move to another, and re 
peat the procedure. Mr. Votaw says that

time blow flies became active, 
usually in late May, the entire range 
would have been combed. In September 
or October a few cowboys would return 
to the range, and brand calves miased on 
the big roundup. Explains Mr. Votaw 
further, “Since we couldn't brand the 
very young calves, there was always some 
unfinished business remaining ioe the 
fall crew, and, of course, the cowmen had 
to select the winter range. It was neces- 
sary to change the range twice yearly,” 
stipulates Votaw: “after the «pring round. 
up, and just after the fall branding.” 

Asked recently to describe the eating 
habits of those fifty to seventy cowboys 
foregnthered at the spring session, r 
Votaw drew a long breath, amiled, and 
said, “Well, we were the first, | guess, 
to drink ‘half-and-half’ coffee: we drank 
it haif grounds and half water 

“Our coffee mill was mounted on the 
chuck wagon. We parched the beans in 
Dutch ovens, One fellow, with a coffee 
cultivatea taste would bite inte a bean, 
testing the degree of bitterness most 
appreciated by cowboys. When he said 
‘done,’ out came one batch, in went an 
other.” 

Mr. Votaw emphasizes that it was real 
he-man coffee We bought it cheap from 
Me xico,” he 

He explains, too, that the ever-present 
chuck wagon was really the roundup’s 
most popular adjunct. Stipulates Votaw, 
“Here was chuck when we were hungry; 
water when we were dry.” 

He recail« in some detail the features 
of a typical chuck wagon. “The back end 
was both an end-gate and a cabinet,” 
pornta out Votaw. “Hinged, it would let 
down, making a table used by the camp 
cook in his culinary duties 

“The cooking utensils were carried in 
a ‘Possum Pocket’——act a spreading 
cow- ot bull-hide with all legs left on 
and fastened underneath the wagon-bed 
This recevtacle sagged, thus making a 
pocket, adequate enough to accommodate 
all the pots, pans, cups, skillets, and kin-

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Since Lynch was among the earliest 
and most successful ranchmen in the 
country, his home, standing out like a 
hospitable monument on the prairie, be- 
came a stopping point for all persons 
passing through that section of the fron- 
tier. The old axiom “the latch string is 
on the outside,” might well have origin- 
ated at this very ranch home. It was the 
scene of many frontier dances and wed- 
dings. Mrs. Lynch served literally hun- 
dreds of meals to these travelers as she, 
too, was imbued with the inborn hospi- 
tality characteristic of the pioneer wom- 
an. She was the ideal helpmeet to her 
jovial and keenminded husband. 

Lynch's generous nature often made 
him the prey of unworthy debtors who 
secured his signature on their worthless 
promises-to-pay. One day after paying 
off several euch notes he sighed and re- 
marked, “I wish | had never learned to 
write my name.” His wife replied tersely, 
“that makes no difference, you would 
have had your X on notes all over the 
country anyway.” 

When the ranch house was built on 
the banks of Hubbard, the stone was 
quarried near the location. Lumber was 
bought in Weatherford and hauled out 
by ox wagons. The big house, the miles 
of stone fence about it, were constructed 
by tramp masons, mostly Irishmen travel- 
ing through the country, who found bed 
and board far above the average in the 
ranch home of their fellow countryman. 
The painting of the woodwork was done 
by Charlie O’Laughlin who painted stars, 
moons and other bizarre heavenly forms 
on the ceilings. Four large 16°x16" rooms, 
halls and stairway comprised the two- 
story house, with a four-columned colon- 
ial portico in front. (The porch in the 
picture was added in the 1920's.) In the 
rear of the house was a one-story L 
containing a 16x18 dining room, a 
16°x16° kitchen and a paved back court 
with adjoining well and stone milk house. 

This pioneer home was also the first 
echool in Shackelford County, There were 
no public schools in Western, Texas at the 
time and in 1868 Lynch employed a pri- 
vate teacher, one Prof. Dalrymple. Be- 
sides his own four sons and four daught- 
ers, all children throughout the surround- 
ing country were privileged to attend 
Little ones living too far away to com- 
mute daily made their home with the 
Lynch family during the school session 
One boarding student, eleven-year-old 
Johnny Ledhetter, became homesick, stole 
away at dusk in an attempt to go home, 
The child's absence was soon discovered 
The alarm went out by horseback me« 
sengers, and a rigorous search was made, 
but Johnny was never found er heard 
of afterwards. Searchers finding Indian 
signs believed he had been stolen by the 
Kedmen. Long vears afterwards a man 
claiming to be Johnny Ledbetter returned 
to the Ledbetter ranch—but that is an- 
other story. 


John Cornelius became Hon. Judge J. 
C. Lynch. He was prominent in both 
cattle and pelitical circles. He died in 
1912 leaving to his wife and children the 
beautiful, well stocked ranch on Hub- 
bard Creek. Members of the family con 
tinued te occupy the old home antil 1955. 
Today only three children are living; 
Mrs. Manning, Mrs. Josie Richardson, 
and John Lynch. 

The house was destroyed by fire dur- 
ing the summer of 1949, but the ranch 
property had already passed into other 
hands. 
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Honorable John C. Lynch, early-day 
Shackelford County renchman, whore 
hoaptality and native Irish wit wae 
known from one end of the frontier te 


the other, 


Mollie, their first child, was bern in 
Fort Richardson. Dr. Gonzolus looked 
after his daughter and brought his little 
granddaughter into the world. When Mol- 
lie was several weeks old Mrs. Lynch re- 
turned to the Hubbard Creek ranch 
home. 

Mollie grew up on the ranch and lived 
through those exciting days when there 
were literally few dull moments on the 
frontier. Small, (she wore a 1% shoe) 
graceful, alert, as pretty as a picture, she 
was the lass of her Irish father’s heart. 
He gave her a «pecially made side-sad- 
die, built on the tree of a man’s saddle, 
so the horse's back would not be hurt, 
and she accompanied him upon many 
of his trips. They made a fine pair gal- 
loping over the prairie; the handsome, 
vigorous man in the prime of life and 
his littl daughter, blue eyes dancing 
with excitement and the zest of living. 

it was no wonder that E. R. iFd) 
Manning. the young «school teacher at 
the Lynch home, fell in love with Mollie, 
ene of the advanced students in his 
classes. He found it hard to teach “read- 
in’, writin’, and ‘rithmetic” when there 
were so many other things he would 
have preferred to aay to the mischievous- 
eyed Irish lass. 

it was a natural sequence also that 
Edgar Rye, known as “Kentack” tn his 
book, the “tenderfoot” from back Eaat, 
visited the hospitable Lynch ranch home, 
ealled “Lyle Ranch” in the book, and 
became warm friends and admirers of 
Manning whom he called “Tex” in his 
story, and of Mary, the gracious daught- 
er of his host, whom he called “Mollie.” 

Rye came to Fort Griffin in 1876 and 
deacribes the great open range that be- 
longed to the cattle baron by right of 
possession in this manner; “All of this 
vast country was the spoile of conquest 
from the Indiana and Mexicans,” he 
wrote, “The ranchman could ride over his 
free range, whose imaginary boundaries 
were always respected by his neighbors, 
who demanded a like privilege for them- 
selves. Primitive and rough, but an ideal 


life they lived in the pure open air on the 
prairie, camping wherever night overtook 
them. It was the palmy days of Fort 
Griffin when money flowed like water 
through the avenues of business and men 
handled it with the same careless indif- 
ference that merchants handled bacon, 
flour and potatoes. Not hundreds but 
thousands of dollars changed hands each 
day.” 

After several months in Fort Griffin, 
Kentuck accepted the position of Justice 
of the Peace of Precinet No.l, including 
Albany, the county seat. “This was a 
town by name only, consisting of three 
picket houses with dirt tops and a long 
rambling barn constructed with pickets 
by courtesy called the courthouse,” he 
wrote. 

It so happened that Manning, or 
Tex, was elected deputy clerk at about the 
same time, and he and Kentuck roomed 
together in « frame house facing the 
courthouse, and became fast friends and 
buddies, 

They had plenty of spare time upon 
their hands and put their heads« together, 
planning a big tournament for Albany. 
They sent out invitations to the sur- 
rounding cowboys, asking them to com- 
pete and to start practicing for the big 
contest, The young men talked the tour- 
nament wherever they went and long 
before the important date there was lit- 
tle elxe discussed or thought about upon 
this section of the free range. 

It was a gala occasion in the embryo 
town of Albany that fall morning in 1876 
when three hundred visitors eagerly 
awaited the opening of the tournament. 
Many of these ranchmen had driven their 
families to town in prairie schooners the 
day before, camping on the surrounding 
prairie, All of the cowboys had come 
horseback, some representing ranches 
200 miles distant. General Buell, com- 
mander of the post at Fort Griffin, hia 
wife and several other officers and their 
wives and sweethearts had arrived early 
that morning with an escort of thirty cav- 
alrymen. The bugler from Fort Griffin 
was there to signal the start of the con- 
test. Chief Johneen, tall, regal old war-

Bravo has been roped off a lot; got to 
stopping with all his weight on his front 
legs which gives the roper a mighty hard 
jolt. I want him to stop mostly on his 
hindquarters; kinda roll up and squat, 
with his haunches well up under him, 
without leaving the ground with his 
front feet. I go about this work grad- 
ually. When I want him to slow down 
or stop | put more pressure on the give 
and take, letting him keep striding, with 
his hind legs getting more and more 
under him. Once in a while a horse will 
learn to stop with one mighty pull on 
the reins; about one in a thousand. If 
they do squat on their hindquarters, 
usually their front legs come off the 
ground. Then they hit stiff-legwed in 
front and the rider is bounced all over 
hellengone. That's not the «slide-in easy, 
fast stop that lets a roper get off without 
being thrown crooked, nor does it jerk 
stock down better. | wrote one article on 
stops which came out in the first book 
of Horse Handling Science; now, with 
hands, we'll be writing another ane soon 
I couldn't ask Brave for a better slow 
down check than he's giving to me here 
Compare the way Hravo's hindquarters 
are going up under him, with the way 
Joker's are in No. 4. Their front legs are 
in the same position, but look at the dif 
ference of where the hind legs have 
landed on Joker and where Bravo's are 
going to land. The bay horse is going 
downhill too! With the give and take of 
hands that’s a good place to work a 
horse's quarters up under him

ture management involves many angles 
and contributes something to most of 
the grass improvement program. 

Tree and some brush eradication was 
done by grubbing when Pettit first came 
into possession of Flat Top Ranch. This 
method is generally recognized as be- 
ing an effective method but it is an ex- 
pensive method. It is much more expen- 
sive currently than it was when Pettit 
started the work after buying the 
ranch. Labor costs have increased sev- 
eral fold since that time and during 
World War Ii days there was a short- 
age of labor in most lines of industry. 
Hand grubbing is prohibitive at cur- 


| rent laber costs. 


Bulldozing was the next method used 


| at Fiat Top Ranch im clearing pastures 


of brush and trees, The effectiveness of 


| clearing land of cedar trees was very 


pronounced by the use of bulldozers. 
When you compare the grass now grow- 
ing on pastures where cedars were very 
thick and just across the fence where 
the cedare are «til! growing it looks as 
if there is more grass on a plot ten 
feet square where the cedar was re- 
moved than you can find on an acre 
where the cedars are growing. 

This method of tree eradication ap- 


| pears to have at least one shortcoming; 


it tears up the land and this is an 
open invitation for weeds to come in 
and start growing 

A third method of tree and brush erad- 
ieation and control has been used at 
Fiat Top Ranch, spraying. This has 
been done in three different ways: By 
airplane, turbine sprayer and knapsack 
sprayer. Each of these methods has a 
place, according to Pettit. The knap- 
sack sprayer is ased on individual trees 
and seattered brush plots. The turbine 
sprayer has found a place where brush 
infested areas are larger and parti- 
eularly so if these brush infested areas 
are on reasonably level land. The air- 
plane is Pettit's preference for large 
areas and it has a distinct advantage 
for covering rough areas. The cost per 
acre is not so much when the sirplane is 
used for spraying and it is probably 
the most effective method for spraying. 
When spraying brush and trees the 
chemical used also curtaile the weed 
growth and thereby increases the grass 
on the sprayed areas, 

Pettit is pleased with the results he 
has obtained from spraying brush, but 
he cautions ranchers that they must not 
expect perfection. He thinks the results 
obtained by each method justifies the 
expense. They have served to control 
the brush while not giving a complete 
kill. He expreases the belief that time 
and further experiments will correct 
some of the shortcomings at the present 
time. He ts convinced that the condition 
of the trees and brush, and the time of 
year will have a big bearing on results 
Also the amount of moisture and tem 
perature probably will have their in- 
fluence 

One of the most effective bits of 
spraying at Fiat Top occurred when 
mesquite in a pasture was sprayed two 
years ago last June 

Today there are very few green 
branches to be seen on the trees. Each 
spring there has been a scattering growth 
of green branches, but in most instances 
they have withered and died. The dead 
limba are very brittle and showing a 
rapid disintegration. 

A freak action in this mesquite area 


| 
; 


that has been sprayed is the fact that 
the seattered green branches will con- 
tinue to have m leaves after there 
has been — frost and cold weather 
to kill all the leaves on unsprayed mes- 
quite trees. 


Results in spraying to control weeds | 


in pastures at Flat Top have been high- 
ly satisfactory. This is especially true 
when deferred grazing is practiced to 
give the grass time to grow and mature 
the seed heads. Deferred grazing does 
not mean the loss of the grass crop. 
Cattle will utilize an seal. 
amount of the grass after the grass 
heads have matured and ripened 

Some sodding work has been done at 
Flat Top to introduce grasses in bar- 
ren areas. Here again labor costs have 
discouraged this phase of ature im- 
rovement. Some grasses lend themselves 

ter to this class of work than others. 
Seasonal conditions also play a part in 
this work. 

Over-grazing is considered a cardinal 
sin at Flat Top Ranch and is never toler- 


ated. Sometimes when a pasture shows | 
to have been punished a little more | 
than usual a controlled grazing pro- | 
gram promptly and efficiently corrects | 
this situation. Occasionally cattle will | 


show a distinct liking for the grass at 
some spot. When it begins to get short 
this situation is corrected by the plac- 
ing of an electric fence around this area, 
This can be done with very little work 
and expense. 

Reseeding is the most popular method 
that has been used at Flat Top. This 
work has been done in several differ- 
ent ways to better suit the conditions. 

Several eroded and worn out fields 
have been put back in grass. Pettit and 
Hedrick concur in the belief that a 
worn out field is one of the most dif- 


ficult tasks they have encountered in | 
increasing the grass supply. In many | 
instances they think it is more economi- | 
cal and the grass growth can be started | 


more if some soil improving 
crops are planted before the land has 
been seeded for a grass crop. 

It has been demonstrated at Flat 
Top Ranch that a covering of litter or 
trash is very helpful in encouragin 
the grass to start. Litter and tras 
checks the flow of runoff water. They 


aid and encourage moisture penetra- | 


tion. They aid in keeping the ground 
cooler and this discourages the loss of 
moisture by evaporation. Litter and 


trash help to protect the tender grass | 


shoots when they first come up. 


A manure spreader has been used very | 


effectively in the reseeding program 
Spots in the pasture where there are 
rank growths of grass have been cut. 
This is usually done after the grass 
heads have thoroughly matured and has 
a tendency to shatter. This returns 
plenty of seed to the areas where the 
grass is cut. The grass is then put in 
the manure spreader and scattered over 
the area to be reseeded. The grass pro- 
vides the needed litter to encourage the 
growth of new grass. This method was 
used to get a start of bluestem and Dallis 
raas on a worn and abandoned field. 

oth these grass crops are showing 
splendid progress. 

The ranch has done some experimental 
work by using fertilizer on some of the 
grass lands. The most noticeable re- 
sults accomplished by fertilization has 
been to increase the palatability of the 
grasses. Uniess control measures are 
provided this can cause the fertilized 
areas to be overgrazed.

When they find a parti- 
ally bare spot in the pasture a hand- 
full of seed ws scattered on it. This meth- 
“i has produced very noticeahle results 
by elimmating bare spotea along ranch 
roads. These grass clumps usually make 
a rapid growth and retard the flow of 
runoff water 

Uprooted trees and brush left on the 
ground provide a covering that encour- 
ages the grass to grow and at the same 
time prevents livestock from over-graz- 
ing it until a turf has been starte 

During the past two years a great 
deal has ben said and written about a 
new grass, King Ranch Bluestem. It 
has had a very enthusiastic reception and 
sume described it as a panacea for all 
pasture ills. Louisa Bromiield in hia talk 
at Flat Top Kanch said in most instances 
K. K. Bluest.m has made good on the 
extravagant claims of some of ita en 
thusiastic growers, but added that it 
might be well to get further data on it 
betore going all out for it. 

It ia a hardy, thrifty and quick grow 
ing grass. It is easy seeding and a good 
stand can be obtained on the very poor- 
est soil. No one questions its merita in 
that direction. It is so hardy and thrifty 
that some fear it could be an invader 
and choke out desirable grasses on fer- 
tile soils. Reports differ as to how it is 
utilized by cattle. A 10-acre field that 
had considerable Johnson grass in it 
was seeded to K. R. Bluestem at Flat 
Top Ranch. Before it was cut the last 
of Oetober about all you could see was 
K. R. Bluestem. 

It is @ weil known fact that protein- 
rich green grazing is very beneficial to 
cattle, This ts no problem at Flat Top 
Ranch during the spring, summer and 
early fall, Occasionally an abnormally 
dry summer can pose a temporary handi- 
cap, but the number of cattle on Flat

The last chapter in Author Kye'’s book 
ie entitled “Texas’ Wedding Day.”

The two story ranch house 
was thrown wide open, and if there was 
a cow puncher in all that vast expanse 
ef prairie land known as the free range 
country, who was not present on this 
brilliant oeeasion it was his own fault 
for the wholesale hospitality of Lyle 
(Lynch) and his wife was as broad and 
as long as the range itself.” 


After Texas and Mollie married they 
lived in Albany where he practiced med- 
icine until 1900. They then moved to 
Stamford. Their pioneer romance came 
te an end with his death in 1004. Five 
children had been born to them, but 
only two survive today; Mrs. D. G. Viek, 
Fort Werth, and Mise Lillian Manning, 
who makes her home with her mother in 
Dallas.

Other notable events that occurred in 
he fateful period between 187% and 1879 
are to be memorialized by the smaller 
monuments. 

Naturally the Western Sioux to an ex 
teat looked upon their part in this pro- 
longed struggle with the government as 
a war for the preservation of their in 
dependence as expressed in their way of 
life. Several of the prominent Sioux 
chiefs of this period were men of distin 
guished ability. Seme were orators of 
great power 

ted Cloud, whe lived to a great age, 
made many trips te Washington in be 
half of his people, the Oglala band. Ones 
when perhaps addressing a committee of 
Congress and discussing conditions among 
the Indians, he said, “Look at you white 
people. You are like the green grass. Look 
at us Indians. We are like snow on a 
hillaide in the springtime.” 

At the great council of 1868, which 
was in session for a number of weeks, 
General Sanborn, one of the army officers 
in attendance, said of Spotted Tail, “If 
that man had become a lawyer, he would 
be one of the best in the United States.” 
Spotted Tail became one of the great 
stateamen of his race. In the exercise of 
his wisdom he counseled peace with the 
whites, At an Indian council in Wyoming 
sometime in the early seventies, while 
the relations between the government and 
the Western Sioux were still under strong 
tension, he said: 

“Alas, there is a time appointed for all 
things. Think for a moment how many 
multitudes of the animal tribe we have 
destroyed. Look upen the snow that ap 
pears today--tomorrow it Is water Listen 
to the dry leaves that were green and 
vigorous but a few moons before. We 
are a part of this life and it seems that 
our time has come 

“Ye note how the decay of one nation 
invigorates another. This strange White 
Man—consider him. His gifts are mani 
fold: his tireless brain, his busy hands 
do wonders for his race. Yet, he is so 
great and so flourishing there must be 
some virtue and truth in his philosophy 
I wish to say to you my friends: Be not 
moved alone by heated argument and 
revenge. These are for the young. We are 
young no longer. Let us give counsel as 
old men.’ 

The physical conditions of the Pine 
Ridge area are about as they were three 
quarters of a century ago. There are the 
same rugged pine-clad hills and ridges 
the same valleys sheltered from winds 
and storms, the same clear spring-fed 
streams, and, to a considerable degree, the 
rich grass on which the buffalo thrived 

This area is approximately 440 miles 
northwest of Omaha, Nebraska. The Chi 
cage and Northwestern, and the 
Burlington and Quincy Railreade beth 
crows this beautiful part of the state 
which ix served by three paved highways

When you start trying this hand stuff, 
for practice, I suggest you put ‘em both 


down against the horse’s neck, close to | 
his withers; and keep ‘em there! Prac- | 
tice until you really get the feel of | 
making your hands stay in the same | 
place. If you need to shorten your reins, | 


waik up ‘em with your fingers. Don't 


turn his head loose when he pokes it. If | 


you do he'll figure he has to poke against 


the bit to get you to turn loose. Make | 


his head come down, then turn loose; 


not much, but let off the pressure. See | 


how light you can make him respond. 


In studying this hands business to illus | 
trate it I find it's net so much the horse's | 
head which moves, calling for the giving | 
and taking; it's more the movement of | 
the rider's upper bedy as he goes up and | 
down with the forward stride of a lope. | 
As you look at the photographs you may | 


wonder at my “straight-up” style of rid- 
ing. | had a horse wreck in 1942; jerked 


my back loose which hurts when I slump | 
on a horse, My saddle-making partner, | 
Dick Harman, was experimenting on a | 
saddle which would give me lots of leg | 
grip, and after we'd torn down and re- j 
built my Perry Ivory roper tree seven- | 
teen times we got the idea to build up | 


the seat, in a special way which was dis- 


covered over two hundred years ago. | 


Used sponge rubber, figuring it would 
ease my back, It did. Let me sit straight- 
up, like the riders in Charley Russell's 
and Will James’ drawings. [t also gave 


a leg grip I'd never had in any stock | 
saddle. Green and cutting horses were 
easier for me to ride. Several ropers have | 


tried it. Found their horses got to stock 
faster, they were able to get ready to rope 
quicker, ride better, and get off easier 
Not only that, bet their horses stopped 


better too. That might be hard to believe, | 
but net too many years ago all jockeys | 


sat back on their horse's loins and rode 


long stirrups. Then along comes a little | 
jock who takes up his stirrups like the | 


modern boys, and gets to taking the dogs 
of the track and outrunning the hest 
horses. When the others get wise, they 
jerked up their stirrups, too, leaned for 
ward over their horse's withers and got 
back into the competition

N THORNTON, Hereford breeder 
and Republican state senator, was 
elected governor of Colorado in the 

recent election, defeating Walter W. 
Johnson, Democrat, who sought to be 
returned to the post. 

Thornton's name has been associated 
with the Hereford industry for nearly 
20 years, during which time he rose from 
a 4-H Club bey to one of the nation’s 
most outstanding Hereford breeders 

Thornton was born in Texas and in 
his early years became interested in 4-H 
Club work. In 1927 he was elected presi- 
dent of the State 4-H Club of Texas. 
Later he entered Texas Technological 
College at Labbock and still later at- 
tended the University of California. It 
was here that he met his wife, the for- 
mer Jessie Willock, who in 1934 became 
Mrs. Thornton. 

Colorado's governer-elect purchased 
the White Mountain Hereford Ranch at 
Springerville, Ariz., in 1936 and four 
years later sold out and bought the pres- 
ent Thornton Hereford Ranch near Gun- 
nison, Cole., where he developed an out- 
standing herd. 'n 1947 he dispersed his 
herd with an average of $2,252 on 382 
head and entered politics, being elected 
to the state senate. 

Thornton is back in the Hereford game 
and is developing a Hereford herd at 
Gunnison that may again some day 
achieve national recognition.

Bruce R. Taylor, direetor of advertis- 
ing, American Hereford Association, 
Kansas City, Mo., advised breeders not 
to place too much emphasis on color 
markings at first. “Work for good beef 
first,” he said. “Uniformity, type aad 
bones. Then work on color after you 
have developed a superior animai,”

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New Office Building for Great 
Plains Field Station 

ACILITIES have been expanded for 

conducting more and better agricul- 

tural research at the U. 8S. Southern 
Great Plains Field Station, Woodward, 
Oklahoma. A new three-story office batid- 
ing fer housing and conducting research 
on grasses, sorghums, small grains, fruit 
and vegetables, and trees and shrubs was 
completed and occupied on October 22, 
193}. Over 500 persons attended the for- 
mal opening which was held for the 
purpose of encouraging acquaintance of 
stockmen, farmers, and business men 
with the new facilities. 

The former office building was con- 
demned by U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture Engineers as a result of damage 
sustained in the 1947 tornado, and a fire 
which destroyed part of the building in 
1948. The new 24-room building, con- 
structed of concrete, steel and pumice 
block, is fire and termite proof. 

The U. 8. Southern Great Plains Field 
Station is conducted by the Bureau of 
Plant Industry, Agricultural Research 
Administration, U. 8S. Department of 
Agriculture, in cooperation with the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, the Soil Con- 
servation Service, the Oklahoma Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station and other 
State and Federal agencies and stock- 
men in the Southern Great Plains. The 
station was established in 1913 for dry 
farming investigations. For many years 
it has been a center of research on sor- 
ghums, windbreaks, homestead plantings, 
amall grains, rotation and tillage tests 
and horticultural crops. In 1936 it he- 


nea 


he 


came the headquarters for grass breed- 
ing, regrassing and range and pasture- 
improvement studies conducted by the 
Bureau of Plant Industry in the five- 
state region. 

The station includes 1,080 acres near 
the headquarters at Woodward, 4,515 
acres on its Southern Plains Experimen- 
tal Supply, and 
eonducts additional experimental work 
in cooperation with farmers, ranchers 
and other stations in the area. More than 
500 head of beef cattle are grazed annual- 
ly on the experimental range to determine 
how best to manage the native range 
and reseeded pastures of the region.

Poisonous Plants 


LADDERPOD and Johnson grass 

ean prove a serious threat to live- 

stock during the fall months, H. L 
Featherly, Oklahoma A. & M. College 
botanist, has annowneed. 

Bladderpod and Johnsen grass are 
dangerous immediately after frost, If an 
animal eats Johnsen grass which has 
been killed partially by frost there is 
danger of prussie acid poisoning. The 
frost causes a chemical breakdown in 
the plant which creates the poison. 

Frost produces no chemical reaction 
in the bladderpod and it is dangerous 
after frost only because the seed of the 
plant usually matures near the frost 
date. The mature beans are the poisonous 
pertion of the plant. 

Featherly emphasized that farmers 
should not pasture Johnson grass, sudan, 
and sorghums after frost 

If bladderpod is known to be in the 
pasture, animals should not be moved 
from a bean-free pasture inte it. 


Bladderped is more prevalent in the 
southern tier of ceunties of Oklahoma, 
and has been reported as far north as 
Cleveland and Creek counties. The pods 
of the plant are from two to twe and 
one-half inches long with a grayish- 
brown outer hull and a thin, white 
papery inner hull enclosing two beans. 

The botanist explained thet losses are 
not so great with cattle tNat run con- 
stantly in a& pasture infested with the 
plant, but mortality runs high among new 
eattle brought in from a bean free range.

Rabies in Cows 


“ONTRARY to popular belief, cows 

( are even more susceptible to rabies 
than dogs 

Reporting on outbreaks of the dread 
disease which he has observed during 
the last several years, Dr. R. B. Phillips 
of Cordele, Ga., told the recent Americar 
Veterinary Medieal Axasociation’s na 
tional convention that a larger percent 
age of cows developed rabies than did 
degs, horses or mules, following ex 
posure 

He said rabid foxcsa were chiefly re- 
sponsible for an outlveak last year in 
which about %60 cattle, horses and mules 
died of rabies in one section of Georgia. 

Dogs did not play a large part in the 
outbreak because about 75 per cent of 
them had heen vaccinated, Vaccination 
also protected the dogs against rabies 
during the fox attack 

Dogs, which are highly susceptible 
rabies, did not play a large part 
outbreak because about 75 per cent 
them had been vaccinated. Without the 
protection afforded by vaccination, many 
dogs would have died from the bitea of 
rabid foxes and would have spread the 
disease further among livestock and 
human beings.

Foot Trouble for Horses 


AVING foot trouble? Lacky you're 
H not a horse, 

suffer from a multitude 
ef foet ailments, including such familiar 
human complaints as corns, flat feet, 
tight shoes and even a form of “athiete’s 
foot,” it was reported recently at the 
American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion's national convention, 

With no more bearing area than a 
human foot, each horse’s hoof may bear 
weights of up to 500 pounds in the case 
of heavy draft horses, while a 1,200- 
pound riding horse must suppert 300 
pounds on each foot. And that’s when 
the animal is standing still. 

At gaits faster than a walk, and expe- 
cially in hunters and jumpers, the im- 
pact of the hoof striking the ground is 
tremendous. Result: The horse is easy 
prey to foot disorders. 

Dr. C. E. Dee, a Hollywood, Fla., vet- 
erinarian, told the convention that such 
conditions as flat feet, weak heels and 
club feet may he inherited. Other ail- 
ments, such as corns, may develop from 
improper shoeing, or from injuries. 

Remedial shoes can help much 
foot trouble, Dr. Dee said og 
surgery is sometimes required before t 
new horseshoe can help. 

One painful disorder of horses’ feet, 
called laminitis, sometimes is caused by 
an allergy. Certain feeds may cause an 
lammation of sensitive tissues 
hoof. Anti-histamine drugs ad- 
into the animal's veins help 
it Dr. Dee said,

growth on the feet, similar to “athlete's 
foot” in human beings, the veterinarian

Farm animals are frequent victims 
of the poison, he said, because of care- 
less use of arsenic in treating grains, 
preparing livestock dips, and in weed- 
apraying operations.

OWS undergo “childbirth without 
fear,” but sometimes develop serious 
complications after the calf is bern, 
an authority on bovine obstetrics reports. 

In a paper delivered before the Amer- 
ican Veterinary Medical Axsociation's 
national convention recently, Dr. H. E. 
Kingman, Sr., of Cheyenne, Wyo., said 
cows, just like human mothers, may need 
special care. The bovine mother may be 
subject to the same hervous strain as 
the human mother when giving birth to 
her young, and this is likely to upset 
the delicate balance of the endocrine 
glands which secrete hormones. 

Physical examination of cows is im- 
portant to determine whether delivery 
will be normal, he said. 

Retention of the placenta, a common 
difficulty, is probably caused by an upset 
in the production of hormones, Dr, K ing- 
man suggested, 

Reporting a study of 156 cows suffer- 
ing from this condition, he said that five 
died, 11 became permanently sterile, 12 
were temporarily sterile, while 128 were 
restored to normal health soon after 
treatment. 

Prompt treatment, together with feed- 
ing the stricken animal through the 
veins, helps aave many cows that other- 
Wise wal die from calving disorders, 
the veterinarian reported.

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TRICHOMONIASIS 
A Costly Venereal Disease of Cattle 


U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, Bureau of Animal Industry 


ROM time to time the U. 8S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture receives queries 
concerning a venereal! disease of cat- 

tle-—trichomoniasis——after a herd has be- 
come infected. Usually the owner is seek- 
ing a short-cut “cure” after diagnosis by 
a veterinarian and after hearing the de- 
tails of the sanitary regimen required to 
clear a herd of the disease. 

Because trichomoniasis is not as wide- 
spread as some other breeding disorders 
some owners look upon it as a “new” dis- 
ease. It isn’t. It was reported in this 
country as early as 1992 and has been 
reported in every state. The Bureau of 
Animal Industry has been researching the 
trichomoniasis problem for severai years. 
Herds can be rid of the disease under 
sanitary practices resulting from this re- 
search. It isn't easy once it becomes es- 
tablished and veterinary assistance is re- 
quired. However, it is comparatively easy 
to keep infection out of a clean herd. In 
order that stockmen understand not only 
the probiem of “cleaning up” diseased 
herds, but also in keeping uninfected 
herds clean, the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry has prepared the following list of 

uestions and answers on trichomoniasis 
or special informational use. Here they 
are 

Q. What i« bovine venereal trichomoe- 
niasis? 

A. It ia an infectious disease of cattle 
caused by a microscopic single-celled or 

aniam known technically as Trichomonas 
oetus. The infection brings about breed 
ing difficulties. 

Q. How is the infection spread? 

A. Usually in the mating of an infected 
animal with either uninfected males or 
females, although infection has resulted 
from artificial insemination where semen 
was obtained from infected bulls. Like 
most animal venereal diseases, tricho 
moniasia is not spread through ordinary 
contacts, but only through natural breed 
ing or artificial insemination. Infected 
and noninfected cattle can be pastured or 
housed together without danger of cross 
infection 

Q. How is the disease introduced into a 
previously uninfected herd? 

A. Only through the introduction of 
diseased animals into the herd. These may 
be permanent additions to the herd, It 
may be an infected cow brought to your 
bull for service, or it may be animals sent 
to other herds for service and returned to 
the home farm 

Q. How does the disease affect (a) 
bulls, (b) breeding females? 

A. (a) Bulle apparently are not af 
fected physically by the infection, bat 
they serve as incubators for the organism 
and become the tranemitter without «uf 
fering any ill effect of infection. The in 
fected bull eentinues te breed readily and 
there is no effect upon quantity, quality. 
or fertility of semen 

ét) In females one of three things may 
happen as a result of infection: (1) In 
fected females may fail to settle ir 
of repeated services; (2) pregnancy 
eccur and the developing calf die and be 
aborted. Such abortions may take place in 
the very exrly stages of pregnancy and 
pass unobserved or they may occur in 
from 30 to 120 days after service. In

many cases unexpected return of heat 

riods after the animal had apparently 
See settied, is the only evidence that 
something is amiss; (3) pregnancy may 
occur, the developing calf die and be re- 
tained in the uterus. In these cases the 
infected animals do net return to heat 
Large quantities of pus may accumulate 
im the uterus to cause a condition known 
as pyometra. The cow behaves as if nor- 
mally pregnant, but at the end of what 
shoutd a normal! gestation period shows 
no signs of “freshening.” 


Q. Hew long does infection persist in 
(a) bulls, and (b) females? 


A. (a) The infection, for all practical 
purposes, is permanent in bulls. Rest 
from service does not clear up the infec 
tion. This is why bulls are considered the 
reservoir of infection, However, rare in- 
stances of bulls clearing up spontaneous- 
ly have been reported. 

(b) Females remain infected for vary- 
ing periods ranging from 3 to 6 months 
or more. Females usually develop resist- 
ance as a result of one attack, but this is 
net permanent. The “clean-up” pregram 
is based upon these facts 


«. Then there ix no medicinal treat- 
ment for the disease? 

A. Infected bulls have been treated ex- 
perimentally with encouraging results 
Such treatment ix strictly a job for a 
trained veterinarian. It is long and ex- 
pensive, It pays only with bulls of execep- 
tional breeding value. There is no satis- 
factory medicinal treatment for females. 

Q. What steps are now suggested for 
cleaning up the disease in a herd? 

A. Upon establishing the fact that 
trichomoniasis is present in the herd, halt 


all breeding operations. If several bulls 


are in service, have a veterinarian deter 


mine which bulls are infected om a of 


infected bulls depends on their value. 
If it is decided to treat them, it must 


be remembered that the treatment is a | 


laborious and long-drawn-out process, re- 


quiring frequent tests and checks.

Price Range at Fort Worth, Houston and San Antonio During Past Month 


FORT WORTH Trade on the Fort 

Worth Livestock 
Market during November was featured by 
higher prices on practically all classes 
of cattle, while hogs and most classes 
of sheep and lambs were lower compared 
with a month previous, Supplies during 
the first three weeks of November 
dropped off compared with a year ago, 
with sheep and lambs about 40 per cent 
less. 

Reduced supplies and the type of re 
ceipts were apparently due to dry pas- 
tures and a lack of moisture, Some parts 
of the state report drouth conditions as 
bad as 1917 and 1918. A large share of 
the cattle offered during November were 
low grade cows and stockers and feeders 

Recent sales slaughter steers, year. 
lings and heifers were 50c@81.00 lower 
than a month previous. Good cows and 
most canners and cutters are steady to 
strong, while common and medium cows 
are streng to 50c higher. Bulls are $1.00 
to mostly $2.00 higher than a month 
previous. Most slaughter calves are 
strong to $1.00 higher and cull calves 
are 1.00@2.00 higher. Stocker cattle 
and calves were 50c@$1.00 higher. 

Medium and good mature slaughter 
steers sold since mid-November from 
$24.00@30.50, latter price mostly for 
steers ordered in. Slaughter yearlings 
ranged from $30.00 down. Common 
steers and heifers turned from $21.00@ 
23.00 

Toward the fore part of the month 
good cows reached $23.00, but the prac- 
tical top recently on cows was $22.00.

GRICULTURE is an industry of many phases; livestock 
raising is among the most hazardous. In furnishing the 
beef of this nation the cattleman is confronted with 

problems which may be divided into two distinct classes, indi- 
vidual and common. 


Individual problems are those which belong to each man 
separate and distinct from his neighbor or fellow industryman. 


Problems of common interest are those which belong to the 
industry as a whole. Every cattleman knows that diligent 
attention must be given to matters involving legislation, mar- 
keting, finance, freight rates, meat consumption, and the like, 
the same as the individual must be concerned about feed, water, 
labor, and other ranch problems. Group action through organi- 
tation alone furnishes the operating machinery for dealing 
with probl of interests. 


The necessity for organized effort has caused each industry 
to form its association. It brought into being organizations for 
labor and all other businesses. Livestock producers in every 
state or section formed representative bodies, and among the 
first was the Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Asso- 
ciation. 


Membership is open to any cattle producer recommended by 
responsible parties. There are cattlemen and livestock farmers 
in every section of the Southwest who are not members but 
who should be and lend their support to the efforts of this 
organization in behalf of their industry. 


Experienced inspectors are stationed on all the central 
toarkets to which cattle from Texas and neighboring states are 
ordinarily shipped. Upon authorization by a member proceeds 
of cattle bearing his brand are held, pending investigation, if 
the inspector believes that such cattle are being handled by 
unauthorized parties. 


Field men are stationed at important range centers and 
inspect shipments, conduct investigations of loaves by mem- 
bers, assist local officers in apprehending and capturing cattle 
thieves, and serve the membership in any way possible. An 
attorney furnished by the Association assists local officers in 
prosecuting parties indicted for theft from a member. 

When filling out this application it is important that in- 
formation as to marks and brands and range of cattle be as 
complete as possible. Draw your brands and marks on the euts 
of animals on reverse side just as they appear on the cattle. 
Use @ separate cut for each brand and state whether the cattle 
are of your own raising; or if bought, give the name and 
address of the party from whom you bought. Brands may also 
be recorded in the space for remarks. If a brand is a tally on 
bought cattle same will doubtless be in many marks and a “V" 
should be put in one ear and “M” in the other-—~indicating 
various marks. 


Charges incident to membership are $6 annual dues, §2 sub- 
scription to “The Cattleman,” and an assessment of ten cents 
per head per year on the number of cattle rendered, which 
number should be 65% of the actual number owned. There is 
also a voluntary assesement of 1 cent per head on the number 
of cattle rendered for the support of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board. The minimum charge for membership with 
brand rendered is based on a rendition of 50 head, and even — 
though you own less than 50 head, you are eligible for mem- 
bership at the minimum charge. If you are now a subscriber 
to “The Cattleman,” same will not be charged to your member- 
ship until present subscription expires. 


The strength of any representative organization is entirely 
dependent on the support given it and the number of persons 
or the composite assets it is authorized to represent. The more 
members the Association has, the wider can be its scope of 
representation, and the more effective will be its endeavors.
